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SNOW REMOVAL PROGRAM 
MEANS LOT TO PROVINCE 


Welcome news to the motoring pub- 
lic of Alberta, to farmers and others 
is found in the announcement that 
the provincial government intends to 
greatly increase its highway snow 
clearing program this winter. 

The intention is to operate snow 
plows over 1,680 miles of Alberta 
highways, as compared with 1,200 
miles covered in last years’ program 

Through the purchase of three new 
five-ton trucks for snow removal pur- 
poses, the Department of Public 
Works is enabled to extend its pro- 
gram. These trucks have improved 
apparatus which, it is believed, will 
make it possible to cover a greater 
mileage than hitherto, the plow 
points in particular being one of the 
improvements. 

Three old snow plows were turned 
into the factory by the Public Works 
Department under the deal by which 
the new equipment was acquired. 

The snow clearing program com 
prises 443 miles of highways in the 
Calgary district, 496 in the Edmonton 
area, 359 miles in southern Alberta 
to be covered from headquarters at 
Macleod, and 882 miles in what is 
described as the Red Deer area. 

Need of extending the snow clear- 
ing program, particularily in the in- 
terests of motoring and also to serve 
the marketing requirements of farm- 
ers and other producers, has long 
been urged by the Alberta Motor 
Association. 

The A.M.A. also has taken up at 
times the question of the wide bench 
sleighs, so that sleighs and cars 
would both be enable to operate over 
the roads in winter.

300,000 MAY NEED RELIEF 


OTTAWA—Drought formed anoth- 
er black picture on Monday as the 
board of governors of the Canadian 
Welfare Board foresaw possibility 
300,000 persons in the  sun-burned 
areas of the prairies may need pub- 
lic relief this winter. 

In its annual statement on the re- 
lief outlook the board declared eco- 
nomic recovery evidence during the 
year was not accompanied by lessen- 
ed unemployment. It said the year- 
end total of unemployed on relief will 
be six to eight per cent higher than 
the 1935 year end total. 

Later when dependency grows in 
the midwest the figure may rise to as 
much as 12 per cent higher, it added.

REPORT OF GRAIN SITUATION 
IN THE ARGENTINE 


An estimaate of 238,834,000 bush- 
els has been given as the probable | 
yield of the Argentine wheat crop 
this year by the correspondent of the | 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics in| 
Buenos Aires. This is the same as} 
cabled during the month of November 
and though the forecast of acreage 
has been slightly increased he believes 
that there will be no great increase 
in the yield. 

The acreage figures as issued by 
the Argentinian government totalled 
17,495,000 acres as compared with an 
earlier estimate of 16,802,000 acres. 
The estimate of the yield as furnished 
by the Canadian correspendent at 
Buenos Ares is 13% the 
seeded acreage which comnares with 
an average for the last eleven years 
of 12 bushels per acre on the area 
seeded. 

A yield of 288,834,009 bushels 
would give a surplus for evport of 
around 147 million bushele after de- 
ducting 95,600,000 bushels for domes-

tic consumption and seed. 

As at the 1st of December the bal- 
ance of wheat in the Argentine avail- 
able for export was only 9,335,000 
bushels, 

Commenting on the government’s 
announced intention to eliminate the 
minimum price for wheat the Cana- 
dian correspondent mentions that the 
ministry stated the grain control 
board will maintain with an ample re- 
serve of funds so that in the case of 
emergency it will be ready to take 
any action that may be deemed neces- 
sary.

THE WORLD OF WHEAT 


H.G.L, Strange 

Some countries have so many peo- 
ple that they cannot grow enough 
wheat for all. 

Some countries have so much land 
and so few people that they have 
wheat to sell. 

Those nations which are obliged to 


buy wheat are called “Wheat Import- | 


ing Countries,” while those with 
wheat to sell are called “Wheat Ex- 
porting Countries.” 

About 550 million bushels of wheat 
this year, it is expected, will be pur- 
chased by the importing countries 
from the exporting countries, 

This amount of 550 million bush- 
els is about 10% of the world’s an- 
nual production. 

Canada is the largest 
porting country, selling Overseas an- 
nually a little more than 200 million 
bushels. Great Britain is the largest 
importing country, buying about 190 
million bushels each year. 

The wheat grown on our Canadian 
Prairies finally travels abroad to some 
72 different countries, It would be 
an interesting exercise if boys and 
girls would make a list—then mark 
them in a map—of the 72 foreign 
countries which buy the wheat their 
parents and neighbors grow, 

It would be still more interesting 
if in addition students would note 
the products or goods which each of

Signs are not lacking that the direct relief system, which has served 
as a sheet anchor for many unfortunate citizens during the past few years 
will be sharply curtailed in the near future, if not altogether abolished. 


A growing opinion in this country supports the belief that direct relief 
is perhaps not the best system of caring for the unemployed in the urban 
for 


centres or ever farmers in the rural districts who have been unfortunate 


enough to lose their crops on account of the vagaries of Nature and through 
no fault of their own. 

rhe impression is gaining strength throughout the Dominion that it 
would be much better to provide work in some form or another as a substi- 
tute for direct relief and to require that all who need sistance to pro- 
vide for the necessities of life for themselves and their families, and who 
are physically able to do so, should be required to render some service in 


return or such aid 


The accelerating demand for the adoption of the principle of work and 


wages, moreover, is not confined to those taxpayers who are still able to 
shift for themselves and to make some contribution towards the care of 
their more unfortunate brethren, but is subscribed to by a very substantial 
percentage of the unemployed themselves and the very fact that such a 
large majority of the unemployed are anxious for work and prefer to main 
tain ependence speaks well for them and for the future of the country. 


Fear has frequently been expressed in the newspapers, on the public 
platform and elsewhere that indefinite continuance of what might be termed 
the system would eventually sap the morale of the great bulk of 
relief recipients and that in course of time they would become complacent

body weight.
